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WAR NOTICES 
Steel Helmets and Civilian Duty Respirators 


Following representations by the British Medical Associa- 
tion the Government has now agreed to make steel helmets 
(Grade 2) and civilian duty respirators available to all 
medical practitioners on application. Some practitioners 
are now in possession of steel helmets or civilian duty 
respirators. or both. This provision applies only to prac- 
titioners who are not already provided with them. 


The procedure is for each practitioner not already pro- 
vided with a helmet or respirator to apply in writing as 
soon as possible to the secretary of the Local Medical 
War Committee for his area giving the following particu- 
lars: (1) Name in full. (2) Address. (3) What is wanted 
—helmet, respirator, or both. (4) Size in hats, if helmet 
is wanted. (5) Size of civilian duty respirator, if this is 
required. (The respirator is made in two sizes, normal 
and small. Most men, and some women, require the 
normal size, but wherever there is doubt the local A.R.P. 
headquarters may be asked to advise. It is essential that 
each applicant should state whether the normal or the 
small size of respirator is required.) (6) Each applicant 
for a steel helmet should state that he does not already 
possess a helmet. Each applicant for a civilian duty 
respirator should state that he does not already possess 
such a respirator. The helmets and respirators are in- 
tended for the doctor’s own use only. 


Payment.—Each application should be accompanied by 
a remittance, 7s. for a helmet and 7s. 6d. for a respirator. 
Cheques should be made payable to the Secretary of the 
Local Medical War Committee. Please write to him and 
do not ring him up. 

These arrangements apply to all practitioners in Eng- 
land, Wales, Scotland, and Northern Ireland.

RESTRICTION ON HIGH-FREQUENCY 
APPARATUS 


At a time like the present hardships have to be borne by 
every section of the public. Now and then these hard- 
ships appear to weigh unduly, or even unnecessarily 
heavily, on one particular group. As a result of the recent 
order made by the Home Secretary forbidding any person 
in the United Kingdom to use or possess a high-frequency 
apparatus having a high-frequency output of over 10 watts, 
except under permit from the Postmaster General, great 
hardship falls upon those medical practitioners who have 
made apparatus coming within this ban their special field 
of work. 


The Physical Medicine Group Committee were called 
together to consider this new regulation and the note pub- 
lished in the Journal of September 7 (p. 333) by the Secre- 
tary of the British Medical Association. The Secretary 
reported that, conscious of the far-reaching effects of this 
ban and the urgency of the situation, he immediately sent 


an expert representative to discuss the matter with the 
authorities responsible for the promulgation of the regula- 
tion. The representative had explained that in his opinion 
the measures taken were fully justified and that he was 
satisfied that they were in no way out of proportion to the 
exigencies of the moment. This had led the Secretary to 
add a note to the extract from the Home Office Order to 
the effect that in view of the fact that National security 
required it, no steps would at present be taken by the 
B.M.A. to resist the Order. 


The chairman of the Group explained the principles 
underlying the order, and after a full examination the 
Group Committee unanimously decided to give full sup- 
port to the Secretary’s note, and, further, it decided not 
to take any action to get the Order repealed or modified 
in any way. It was explained that the immediate object 
was to reduce the number of sources of electrical dis- 
turbance and to effect some measure of centralization 
which would facilitate exercise of control and enforce- 
ment of precautions directed toward the abolition of inter- 
ference by screening and the use of filters. During the 
course of the Committee’s examination of the subject it 
had some evidence that certain owners of short-wave 
equipment were not prepared to comply with the Order. 
The Committee felt so strongly on this point that it has 
instructed the Secretary to communicate with the Home 
Office to ensure that steps be taken to enforce the ban 
lest lack of scruples in certain individuals should invalidate 


- the restraint observed by loyal subjects. 


Some may question why the hospitals and certain clinics 
have been allowed to retain and use their apparatus while 
reputable practitioners are denied this privilege. Here it 
is simply a question of reducing foci of electrical inter- 
ference to a minimum, but the Committee considered that 
even those privileged: institutions should hesitate seriously 
before installing a costly screening for their apparatus if 
this procedure immobilized metal of value to the country. 


There is a further practical aspect of this subject to 
which attention was drawn. The Services are great users 
of wireless transmitters, and the types of valve used in 
short-wave diathermy apparatus are often of value owing 
to the present shortage. Any owner of valve apparatus 
who is prepared to give or lend one or more of these 
valves should communicate forthwith with the Secretary 
of the B.M.A., giving all possible technical details of the 
valve and the hours it has been used. Some owners of 
short-wave apparatus have already given a generous 
answer to a previous request from one of the fighting 
Services for the loan of some equipment. The chairman, 
in this connexion, pointed out that this equipment had 
done work of national importance. 


The chairman and members of the Portsmouth Local Medical 
War Committee have placed on record their high appreciation of 
the valour and sense of duty shown by Dr. Richard Arderne 
Wilson, honorary secretary, treasurer, and representative on the 
Branch Council of the Guernsey Division of the B.M.A., and Dr. 
William Rowan Revell, medical officer of health and port medical 
officer, Guernsey, who, when the States of Guernsey were invaded 
and occupied by the enemy, voluntarily remained there to carry 
out their professional duties.
